It is a peculiar institution, is a Wall 
street rumor, and wonderfully consti­ 
tuted. 
It has size, width, breadth. 
Probably its most notable characteris­ 
tic is its tremendous speed and the 
rapidity and surefootedness with which 
It hops from crag to crag and from 
precipice to precipice. Where its home 
nest Is located no one knows, although 
rumor factories are popularly reported 
to be situated on every street in the 
financial district. 
It is a bird of various manifesta­ 
tions. 
Sometimes it is large and im­ 
portant in bearing, strolling about with 
stately stride. 
Sometimes it crawls, 
sometimes it hops and at times it 
climbs. 
Generally a rumor is first noticed 
entering the financial district from the 
uptown side of the street. 
It is very 
infrequent, indeed, that rumors swim 
in from the downtown side, although 
such cases are on the hooks. 
As it 
advances up street after street rumor 
gitjws in size, aud its swelling in­ 
creases perceptibly as it darts into one 
street and out of another, from one 
office to another, into the curb mar­ 
ket and out again, over to the Stock 
exchange and out again, using the 
telephone lines, telegraph lines, mes­ 
senger boys and word of mouth to 
ear in getting about. 
In the meanwhile It has gathered 
size, strength and generally a good- 
sized group of eager followers. 
Some 
people take up mighty easily with 
rumors and it’s a poor one that can­ 
not draw a few satellites. 
Then something generally happens 
which puts rumor to the bad. 
Some­ 
times it encounters a government of­ 
ficial or an officer of ti company whose 
cloak it has borrowed for the occasion 
or a newspaper reporter or some other 
person authorized to 
poke into its 
vitals and set* what makes the thing 
run. 
Then rumor commences to shrivel. 
It 
grows smaller and smaller and 
smaller. Like Eugene Field's “Squig’etu 
Squees" 
it 
fairly

itself.-’

Kill tile adult fly that lays the eggs 
and do away with the possibility of 
-laving maggots damage your onion and 
cabbage crops.

Dissolve five grams (one-sixth of an 
ounce) of arsenite of soda in one gal­ 
lon of hot water, add one-half pint of 
black molasses and stir thoroughly.

A Gigantic Meteor Stream. 
One of the most accomplished and 
assiduous students of meteors. Doctor 
Denning, is of the opinion that the 
August meteors, which radiate from 
the constellation 
Perseus, 
and 
are 
aometimes called the “Tears of 
St. 
Lawrence.” belong to a stream so 
broad that the earth, traveling be­ 
tween IS and 19 miles a second, occu­ 
pies seven weeks in crossing it. 
This would make the width of the 
stream, if the earth traversed it at a 
right an gle to its course, nearly 80,- 
000,000 miles. 
These m e t e o r s are so> 
scattered all around the orbit iii which 
they travel that some of them are 
visible every year. 
They are believed 
lo be connected with a bright 
>met 
which appeared in 1862 and 
- sup­ 
posed to have a period of a 
it 120 
years. 
The outer end of its * lliptlcal 
meteor stream is situated far beyond 
the orbit of Neptune. 


What the First Telegram Said. 
Contrary to general belief, “What 
hath God wrought?” was not the fir*-t 
message to he sent by telegraph nor 
was Morse the sender of tile first com­ 
munication. says the Popular Science 
Monfiily. 
Instead, it was sent by one 
of the committee who were debating 
upon the proposal of Morse, the in­ 
ventor. to string a telegraph line from 
Baltimore to Washington. 
Mr. Morse. 
who wanted to end the discussion and 
■at tin* same time demonstrate his in- j 
veBtiOD. strung a wire from the com- j 
unittee room to the top of the capitol. 
O ne of the committee, who was op­ 
posed to President Tylrr wrote, “Tyler 
deserves to be hanged.” 
This was re­ 
ceived by the man at the other end ex­ 
actly as it was composed. 


Taste and Temperature. 
The sense of taste resides in little 
flask-shaped pockets Imbedded in the 
skin of the surface of the tongue and 
in the upper part of the throat. Each 
of these bulbs has a fibril of a nerve 
connecting it with the larger nerves of 
Its region. Anything to be tasted must 
t>e in a dissolved or gaseous condition, 
and differences in taste depend upon 
the varying intensity with which the 
impression is transmitted through the 
nerves. It is not surprising, then, that 
taste is much influenced by tempera­ 
ture and may temporarily be stopped 
altogether by extreme bent or eold. 
T he sense of taste is, It appears, 
strongest at a temperature between 50 
and 60 degrees Fahrenheit.

India's annual loss of over 20,0011 
lives from snake lute has forced the 
production <>f an antidote serum. The 
P a rd laboratory. Bnmhuy, 
keeps 
a 
supply of cobras from which venom 
is extracted every ten 
days. 
The 
s n a k e s are forcibly fed with egg flip 
through a tube. 
The venom is dried over Time and 
then dissolved in a salt solution. 
In­ 
creasing doses are injected iii a h o r s e 
until at the end of two years the ani­ 
mal can stand a dose 200 times Hie 
original one and 
is 
quite 
immune 
from the colira poison. 
The serum from the blood of this 
particular horse is an antidote and is 
absolutely effective if injected in lime. 
Many lives have been saved by its use. 
However, each bite requires an anti­ 
dote made from the venom of tin' same 
sort of snake that inflicted the bite.

Dairyman Who Is Without Succulent 
Feed

The man with a herd of good dairy 
cows has enough to do and enough I" 
think about at ibis time of the year. 
I know dairymen who dj* not feed 
stripjiers or dry cows any grain food 
during the winter or early 
spring. 
Tin-- may he a cheap way of roughing 
them through the winter, but such 
methods have never returned a profit 
on tin* writer’s farm. 
I know that it seems a loss to feed 
dry cows, hut it is not so much a 
question as to whether or not lie can 
afford to have them become rundown 
in flesh condition and be unable to 
give a good yield of milk after they 
freshen in the spring. 
Two pounds of good, wholesome 
grain food a day to each cow will help 
wonderfully and in connection with 
good ensilage and clover hay will main­ 
tain her in very good condition. 
We have found early cut clover hay 
one of the hest winter feeds for dairy 


English Oil Wells. 
“A true oilfield exisrs in England,” 
says William Forbes-Leslie of the in­ 
stitute of Petroleunin Technologists. 
“As tin* Norfolk deposits of oil-shah 
containing free oil are of great extent, 
involving hundreds or thousands of 
millions of tons, each ton of which may 
contain an average of thirty to forty 
gallons of oil, and 75 per cent of it in 
ihe form of free oil, some idea can be 
gained of the enormous hulk of petro­ 
leum wiiieh has already been absorbed 
into these beds.” 
Mr. Forbes-Leslie describes the Nor­ 
folk oil source as “practically inex­ 
haustible.” 
No country, he said, had 
been so generally bored for oil as 
Britain, and yet no country had beoD 
less tested at depth.

We have often changed from 
clover to timothy hay and invariably 
the yield of milk would fall off. 
Well-cured clover hay comes nearer 
to being a balanced ration than any 
other crop we grow on our farms. 
If 
the cow could hold enough clover hay 
we would not need to feed anything 
else, but she likes a variety, and does 
decidedly better when fed ensilage 
with her clover hay. 
Corn ensilage 
adds palatibility and succulence to the 
ration and makes it easier to masti­ 
cate arid digest than dry fodder. 
The silo is also a great saver of 
labor and barn room, and four ton* of 
corn ensilage can be stored in the 
space occupied by one ton of hay.

his flag and publicly proclaimed his 
candidacy for district clerk. 
He won 
and served four years, after which lie 
went back to the farm: to plow and 
propagate poultry and pigs. 
Again, 
in 1916, the people called him to pu b ­ 
lic office. 
This time he landed the 
office of assessor, and he is giving 
splendid service. 
After four years in 
this capacity. John will go back to 
the farm, to learn politics no more 
forever. 
He will pass the declining 
days in the shade of his own vine and 
fig tree, and with his interesting fami­ 
ly about him. the declaration of the 
Old Alcalde, that the best in our civ­ 
ilization is on the farm will find pleas­ 
ing proof.

The war has turned the palace of 
the Bourbon kings of Naples into a 
home for mutilated soldiers. 
Around 
the exquisite marble table where the 
guests of the “Hoi Soled" of Naples 
dined in the garden on hot summer 
nights— the ladies in powdered head 
dress and panier skirts, the men with 
lace a t their sleeves and embroidered 
coats— today are gathered the pitiable 
fragments of humanity that war has 
left in its wake. 
There are neither 
candles nor massive silver, 
neither 
sweetmeats nor rare wines. 
The Ital­ 
ian government allows To cents per 
day for their lodging and mainten­ 
ance, and food is high in Naples. 
T he marble table on warm days in 
the gardens is the recreation center of 
the mutilated, in their worn and faded 
uniforms.
